Business transacted at the regular 
monthly council meeting on Monday 
evening included the passing of a by¬ 
law, amendment to another and im¬ 
portant motions. Mayor King, Coun¬

LttfSet by the Vulcan Town Council 
the mill rate for the taxlevy of 1933 
is as follows: municipal, 20 mills; 
supplementary revenue 2 mills; 
school 20 mills, rural school 10 mills; 
hospital 3 mills and business tax 60 
mills. A reduction of 5 mills is made 
in the school tax, being 25 mills in 
1932. No reduction was made in the 
rural school rate, but assessment on 
rural school lands in the school dis¬ 
trict have been reduced in the same 
proportion as the mill rate reduction 
for the town. Slight increases were 
made in supplementary revenue (on 
land assessment only) and the hospi¬ 
tal rate. The former was 1.9 mills 
in 1932, increased to 2 mills for 1933; 
Discounts on 1933 taxes will be al¬ 
lowed as follows: 10 per cent on 
amount paid during month of May, 
7(4 per cent, on amount paid during 
month of June; 5 per cent, on amount 
paid during month of July. Tax no¬ 
tices will be in the mails during the 
doming week.

conquered so many of the external forces and mysteries 
of life, has so far not conquered himself. And until he 
does so, his life expectancy will not be increased. 

Frazier Hunt continues “Man does not worry, fear or 
hate with his intellect, but wifn his organs, and he must 
learn on peril of death to intellectual i/.e his fears and 
emotions. He must learn to rest. The perpetual Worrier 
in this high speed age faces physical ill health. Man is 
a victim of his own civilization, and the driving force be¬ 
hind success wears out the entire physical mechansm. I 

“Emotions let loose, are but stimulating processes, re¬ 
leasing currents of electricity through certain paths. 
Working through the glands involved, they cause these to 
throw off unnecessary energy, to bum up cells and de¬ 
stroy the body itself. That is to say when you treat your¬ 
self to a ‘hate’ jag or a worry ‘drink’ you destroy an in- 
replaceable part of yourself. 

“Man, freed by modem science from.plagues, can look 
for no assistance in fighting his battles against his emo¬ 
tions. He must learn to do this for himself. Just as the 
body as a Whole is damaged in the chemical defense 
against infection, so do the emotions affect every cell of 
the body. All are disturbed; waste products are increas¬ 
ed, and the foundations of characteristically human dis¬ 
eases are laid. 

“Of all fears, death is the most devastating fear. It 
grips the child from earliest memories, and marches 
through all his life. In childhood, man must be taught to 
rationalize the devastating fear of death. And then he 
must be taught to rationalize his emotions. It is a dis¬ 
tinct challenge of the future. Before many decades, the 
chief duty of the physician- will be to direct development 
of youth and to guide the adult along sound biological 
lines. 

“But will there still be the vital problem of emotional 
control. Will modem man of the great creative and in¬ 
ventive brain not learn sometime the little secret of ease, 
relaxation, peace, happiness? If he can learn to harness 
the hidden power of Niagara, can he not learn to control, 
to some decree at least the electric battery in his own 
body? Is map master or slave? Is he big enough and 
wise enough to coast a little before it is too late?” 

There are few who will not testify to the physically ex¬ 
hausting effect of anger. And it is noticeable that as 
many people grow older, they grow more averse to con¬ 
tentious situations. They side-step clashes and crashes, 
and are said to be mellowing with age. Nature has is¬ 
sued them warning that hate and fear and worry are lux¬ 
uries too exhausting and exacting to b; indulged in. Few 
situations are worth the price. In succeeding decades, 
man may learn to tqm his eye tnore intelligently to the 
care and preservation of his personal electric batteries.

Although the visit of Prime Minister Bennett to the 
White House at Washington held no suggestion of any 
definite outcome, a discussion of trade arrangements was 
one feature upon which Canadian people are building 
their hopes. In his speech which was broadcast last 
Friday, Mr. Bennett gave the American people a very 
plain picture of what Canadian trade means to United 
States, and the value of Canada in their consideration of 
foreign markets. Mr. Bennett is quoted as being im¬ 
pressed with President Roosevelt’s “earnestness and sin¬ 
cerity in seeking' means to promote the welfare and hap¬ 
piness of mankind.” Mr. Bennett, himself, is an earnest 
and sincere man, and from the mutual exchange of view¬ 
points, there is hope that some better trade relations may 
be brought about. 

In Canada any form of reciprocal arrangement which 
releases our wealth of primary products, will be welcom¬ 
ed. It can scarcely be hoped that United States will ever 
again present a trade agreement so favorable to Canada 
as was turned down in the election of 1911. But there is 
also a less demanding spirit today, and concessions of 
any natuie would receive favorable consideration. 

No concessions will be granted without return favors, 
however, and this may create a situation amongst manu¬ 
facturers of Eastern Canada. Mr. Bennett in this has a 
certain advantage over the government leader of 1911. In 
that far-off year, manufacturing, financial and transporta¬ 
tion interests were all opposed to the Reciprocity treaty, 
and their combined influence, together with the solid op¬ 
position of the Conservative party, resulted in a complete 
loss of the cause. 

Mr. Bennett will encounter no party opposition in Par¬ 
liament, either from Liberals or Progressives, if he can 
bring back a trade agreement, even approximately the 
terms of 1911. He may cause apprehension and wrath in 
manufacturing circles, but this will have little influence, if 
he personally is convinced. And it does now appear that 
he is convinced that freer trade is one way to better tiiwes 
not only for Canada but for all nations.

At the W.C.T.U1 convention held in High River last 
week, several good resolutions were carried by the as¬ 
sembled delegates. One called attention to the growing 
tendency on the part of armament manufacturers to 
amass wealth at the cost of humanity, and suggested that 
the governments take control of all armament factories. 
Another urged that the circulation in Canada of undesir¬ 
able and evil literature be prevented, and that the Feder¬ 
al Government take the necessary steps. 

With both of these resolutions the organization will 
find the general public heartily in accord, and it would 
not be difficult to enlist the vigorous co-operation of or¬ 
ganizations and individuals not allied with the W.C.T.U. 
As was suggested at the convention in discussing the un¬ 
desirable publications appearing on newstands, this group 
of women would strengthen their hands by uniting with 
other bodies to make up a formidable total of citizens. 
There are certain pui>iications which are not “native” to 
normal, decent living, and which have no justification for 
circulation. But they do circulate largely, because, active 
objectors do not unite in sufficiently imposing numbers 

In this matter of lurid newstand literature, one speaker 
scored a good point, when she spoke of the great import¬ 
ance to guard the “newstands of the home.” Parents, 
while deploring what children may read, are not always 
sufficiently careful to keep the home conversation on a 
kindly high plane. 

Amongst these resolutions, moderate in wording and 
constructive iir content, is to be found, however, one 
which does not appear (at least to the press) to be mark¬ 
ed by the same degree of good judgment. This is the resolu¬ 
tion addressed to the editor of Maclean’s Magazine ask¬ 
ing him to refrain from accepting tohacco advertisements 
for publication. 

There may be no harm in making the request as sub¬ 
scribers to the magazine but it scarcely seems a reason¬ 
able attitude. In the preamble it is stated: “We note 
with regfet that you have apparently departed from your 
former policy concerning tobacco ads.” It may be that 
Maclean's did in previous times, have a definite policy in 
the matter, but if so, it was more or less of an individual 
policy. And why centre out Maclean’s in this matter? 
Why ask the press, or one member of the press to sacri¬ 
fice a recognized ordinary feature of revenue? 

Tobacco growing is encouraged in Canada (and a very 
good quality of tot>acco it is) adding to agriculture, manu 
facturing, employment and revenue. The tobacco indus¬ 
try has the stamp of government encouragement. Why 
not just as reasonably circularize all tobacco growers and 
ask them to scrap their equipment, dismiss their help and 
turn to wheat? Merchants all over the land are selling to¬ 
bacco in every attractive form. Why not as reasonably

ing August. Representatives of Do¬ 
minion Experimental Farm, Provin¬ 
cial Agricultural Dept and from the 
Searle Research Dept will be present 
and farmers of the district are cor¬ 
dially invited. 

The purpose of the day is to com¬ 
pare the development and re-action 
of the many varieties and admixtures 
which will be grown under similar 
conditions of soil cultivation, climate, 
etc. It also proves highly education¬ 
al in the detection of seed qualities 
and distinctions. Much grain mas¬ 
querading as one variety is in reality 
something quite different, and some 
not suitable as seed. This will be 
a most interesting experiment not 


only to those whose wheat is used 
on the test plots, but also to every 
one interested in top varieties from 
the standpoint of yield, maturity, etc.
